EDMONTON REPORT 

• By Donald F. Smith 
Special Correspondent 

EDMONTON— Thoughts of the 
rabies epidemic which swept 
through Aiborta late in 1952 and 
during the early months of 1963 
aie probably far from the minds 
of most Albertans. However, a re¬ 
port of the Alberta Central Rabies 
Control Committee shows, that 
there still is plenty of caution 
necessary in the northern areas of 
the province. 

Within the last two weeks it 
has been found necessary to .start 
giving treatment to two children 
at the town of Slave Lake because 
they were bitten by a. cat later 
proven to be raljid. 

Certainly the officials in charge 
ox stamping out the disease haye 
done a remarkable job. But, as 
Dr. E. E. Ballardyne, chairman of 
the control committee, points oat, 
continuation of the, control pro¬ 
gram is necessary. 

This means the program of kill¬ 
ing such rabies-bearing animals as 
coyotes must continue. This work 
is done not only by professional 
hunters and trappers, forest ranger 
and- wjldlife officials, but also by 
fai'tpers and municipal authorities. 

Dr. ’ Ballantyne reports that in 
agricultural areas there have been 
60,000 to SOfi'O coyotes killed since 
the fall of 1952. In forested areas, 
trappers have taken an estimated 
43,300 coyotes. 

During the period Aug. 1, 1953, 
to mid-October, 1954, there were 
55 cases of rabies diagnosed of¬ 
ficially. Thirteen cases were found 
it! coyotes, the same number in 
cattle, • 10 in dogs, nine in hogs 
and lesser numbers in sheep, foxes, 
exits and horses. 

Half tne"cases were in the Atha¬ 
basca district, the committe says. 
There were others in the districts 
of Smoky' Lake, Westlock, Peace 
River, the northeastei-h area of the 
province, Slave Lake, Keg River, 
arid Fort Vermilion. 

Snme farms were hit hard. Five 
farms accounted for 13 cases, one 
of the farms reporting four cases 

Following a meeting of the eon,, 
trol committee Utst week, the 
warning that the danger of rabies 
is not over was issued and the 
committee urged farmers to con¬ 
tinue their efforts in -connection 
with coyote control. 

It was pointed out that while 
encouraging progress has been 
made there is no way of know¬ 
ing what will occur while Jhe dis¬ 
ease remains in the province s 
wildlife. 

The efforts that are made in the 
northern areas by farmers and 
professional trappers and hunters 
will determine how free of worry 
not only that area will be but 
the whole province. Recall thaUat 
one time rabies esses were/eej^ort- 
ed far south- as the Lethbridge 
area and lor a time the rabies 
j quarantine covered the whole pro¬ 
vince. 

Up to last March, the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture had issued to 
municipalities and special pest con¬ 
trol officers in local improvement 
districts a total of 30,204 cyanide 
guns, 75,110 cyanide shells plus 
enough material to make 163,000 
pellets. In the south the depart- 
merft set up 18? stations of 1080 
poison. 

The municipal district of Atha¬ 
basca and half *Ue farmers using 
persons against coyotes. 

From November, 1952, to the 
end of August, this year, trappers 
under the provincial department 
of lands and forests have swept 
through forest> attempting to wipe 
out rabies in. the wildlife p.xpula- 
tinn.' Their toll: 54.140 foxes: 45,- 
300 coyotes: 9,855 lynx; 4,990, 
wolves: 3,440 bears: 665 skunks; 
70 cougar; two wolverine: 18 
fisher and four badger. 

' To accomplish this the trappers 
used 6,000 cyanide capsules, 429,- 
000 strychnine pellets; 45 680 
rounds of ammunition; 17,2% 
snares and 440 ‘raps. 

In his report Dr. Ballanrtyne 
«ay.s this under the heading of 
"Forecast:' 1 There will be cases 
in„the municipal districts and local 
Improvement districts bordering 
forest areas.

He said the government is aware 
of the growing burden the cost 
of education is placing on taxpay- , 
ei's and is studying the best way 
of reducing it. 

Which me. 4 ’ns. a' least to most 
observers, that the go/ernment is 
attempting to arrive >.t the pro¬ 
per basis for putting more cash 
, into the funds of local school 
boards without making it look 
loo much like a straight gift. 

This 4 year school grunts total 
$18 .million, including grants for 
construction purposes. 

In connection v/itn money. th° 
trustees passed a lesolution asking 
that the Federal government make 
direct giants to the provinces to 
assist in meeting the costs of ele¬ 
mentary and secondary education. 
Also dealing with money, another 
resolution suggests that school 
trustees' remune.viticn should be 
raised from $3 to $5 per boaid 
meeting. .» 

The question of whether teach¬ 
ers should have the right to strike 
sparked sharp controversy during 
tne convention’s secjiul day. It vas 
touched off by a resolution re¬ 
questing thait aispjtes between 
school boards and teachers lie 
taken out of the Labor Act. 

The resolution was sponsored by 
the school committee of Newell 
County. The Newell delegate. Ben 
Plumer, felt it was 'deplorable that 
teachers stop education system by 
going on strike . . . part of a 
teacher’s duty should be to main¬ 
tain continuous service.” 

Newell County, where teachers 
went on strike last symmer for 
higher wages, also sponsored it-so- 
lutions designed to restrict the 4 
power of the Alberta Teachers' 
Association. Both were defeated. 
'They asked the government to re¬ 
move regulations which require 
teachers to belong to the ATA be¬ 
fore being allowed ito teach and 
also eliminate compulsory check 
off of ATA dues. 

These suggestions rqet with 
atrong opposition with trustees 
from the Crownest Pass area, 
wheVe many of the men who sit 
on school ooards hiring teachers 
also are members ol the United 
Mme Workers of America. Thus, 
no matter how they felt as board 
members about the power of.weil- 
organized teachers, they were 
bound to defend the right of work¬ 
ers, including teachers, to organize 
and to strik». 

Said Steve Penhy, of the Cole¬ 
man School Division. “I believb 
in collective bargaining. A man has 
a right to give his labor or with¬ 
hold it.’ 

To some extent ithe matter was 
straightened out by Rudolph Hen- 
uig, of Fort Saskatchewan, who 
was eleoted to his eighth term as
